A WOMAN'S WON'T ! 


She Refuse« to Sign a Deed' Sold h j 
Order of the Court, and is Sent 
to Jail. 


CINCINNATI, Sept. 10.—Mrs. Rebecca 
Stapleman was before the court of com- 
mon pleas yesterday for refusing to sign 
the deed for sale of the real estate sold 
by order of the court in an estate of 
which she was the administratrix. 
It 
was shown that the property has been 
twice sold. Mrs. Stapleman's son-in- 
law bought it for her at tha first sale, 
but that sale was set aside. At her next 
offering her son-in-law did not appear 
and the property was sold to another 
man. Mrs. Stapleman refused to sign 
the deed and her attorney in open court 
urged her to obey the court, but she 
stubbornly refused and the court sen- 
tenced her to ten days in jail, unless 
she sooner consented to sign the deed. 
She refused to go to jail and had to be 
taken by force. 


THE CROP REPORT. 


The Statistical Agricultnral Report for 
September. 


WASHINGTON, D . C., Sept. 10.—The 
statistical report of the department of 
agricultural for September presents a 
heavy reduction in the condition of 
cotton, corn, and potatoes, with a little 
change in the status of wheat and other 
small grains. The high promise of the 
cotton crop has been reduced over ten 
per cent., from 93.3 to 82 8, the effect of 
the excessive rains on the Atlantic coast 
and the drought in the gulf states. 
There i« a further loss in the condition 
of the corn crop from 80.5 to 82.3 per 
cent., which is lower than the last year's 
crop in September. 


The depreciation is nearly all in the 
west. In the seven corn surplus states, 
the average of last month was 74; now 
it is 64. The figures are: Ohio 68, 
Indiana 61, Illinois 57, Iowa 78, Mis- 
souri 67, Kansas 42, Nebraska 82. The 
average condition of winter and spring 
wheat, when harvested, is 82. 
Last 
year it was 87.8. The average for rye is 
82.2, oats 83.4, against 85.6 last month, 
showing a slight decline. The average 
for barley is 83, against 86.2 last month. 


A reduction in buckwheat has occured 
from 99 to 89. The average condition of 
potatoes is very much reduced, from 
80.8 last month to 67.3. 
This is four 
points lower than in 1881 and the lowest 
record for September the department 
has ever recorded. 
The reduction is 
mainly in the west. The Michigan av- 
erage is '39; Illinois 40; Indiana 43; 
Ohio 52; Iowa 57; Missouri 77; Kansas 62; 
Nebraska, 68. The condition of cigar 
tobacco is high in New York and Penn- 
sylvania, but depressed slightly in Con- 
necticfit and Wisconsin. 
There is a 
slight improvement in eastern shipping 
tobacco and a further depression in 
western. The condition in Virginia is 
87; North Carolina. 89; Tennessee, 60; 
Kentucky, 55; Ohio, 85; Indiana, 48; 
Illinois, 52; Missouri, 59. 


A DEACON'S BULLET. 


Carries Death to a Toung Xegro Who 
Is Creating a Distnrbauoe in 
a Church. 


ST. LOUIS, Sept. 10.—Shortly before 
midnight last night, Wales Green, a 
negro, was shot and killed by Isaac 
Hamilton, another negro, in ^ront of the 
Second Colored Episcopal church. Ham- 
ilton is a deacon of the church, and tried 
to quell a disturbance among the yoimg 
men, when he was assailed by Green, 
and he made his escape into the church, 
where he seems to have kept his armory 
hidden in a pew. He soon appeared up- 
on the sceue with a pistol, and Green 
rnshed upon him, and the next instant 
received a bulletin his heart. 
Hamilton 
surrendered himself to the police, claim- 
ing that the killing was in self defense. 


The Irish Riots. 


LONDON, Sept. 10.—A riot with loss of 
life occurred at Mitchellstown., Ireland, 
yesterday, at a meeting in the market 
square 
A government stenographer 
being defended by the police, a mob re- 
pulsed the latter, and several were se- 
verely injured. Being reinforced the po 
lice returned and fired six shots, killing 
two men instantly and injuriug others. 


LONDON, Sept. 10.—The police at 
Mitchelstown paraded this morning. A 
majority of them wore bandages over 
the wounds they received yesterday. 
Fourteen policemen were injured during 
the rioting and hsve been carried to the 
hospital. The Pall Mall Gazette says: 
The memory of the old man, Riordan, 
lying dead in the market place at Mitch- 
elstown, his grey hair matted with blood, 
will haunt both nations for many days 
to come. 


In the house of commons Mr. John 
G. Gibson solictor general for Ireland in 
reply to an interrogatory by Mr. Sex- 
ton said the government did not have 
sufBcient information to make a state- 
ment in relation to the trouble at Mit* 
ohelstown yestercay. Upon receiving 
this answer to his question Mr. Sexton 
said: "I shall resist any progress of the 
approi>riatiou bill until the government 
gives the desired information." (Par- 
nellite cheers.)

THB great importance and the untold 
yalue of an abundant and pure water 
supply have in no recent years been 
more prominently manifested than dur- 
ing the piesent season, when various lo- 
calities in Ohio, Indiana, and other 
states, where good water could not be 
obtained, have been afflicted with dis- 
tressing and fatal epidemics, as specially 
illustrated in the vicinity of Gorjdon, 
Harrison county, Ind., one of the Ohio 
river counties. In many sections of the 
county the wells failed and families were 
compelled to use pond water for cooking 
and drinking purposes, and the result 
has been a series of shocking epidemic 
fatalities. Flux prevails very generally 
throughout the county, and the death 
rate is alarming, one neighborhood hav- 
ing lost twenty-three persons within two 
months, while in another there have 
been sixteen deaths within three weeks. 
Is it possible that the prevalence of 
typhoid fever in the city is attributable 
to impure water?

ate and interesting remarks, giving a his- 
torical detail of the early movement to- 
wards civilization in this country and 
finished by introducing General Lee, the 
speaker of the evening. 


General Lee is a forcible and pleasant 
speaker and is one of the pioneer 
leaders in the movement. 
He took up 
the earlier settlements of the great north- 
west and gave a historical account of the 
Indian pioneer struggles with 
facts 
and dates that showed him to be con- 
versant with the subject upon which ho 
was talking. 
The site of the old Fort 
Wayne, he said, which he had visited 
to-day. should be suitably marked by 
some monument or building to perpetu- 
ate it as a historic spot and to mark the 
place where the early pioneers defended 
the land against the encroachments and 
ravages of their savage foe. 
It should 
be held sacred, and the progress of on- 
ward civilization, with its vandalistic 
disregard 
for these historical spots 
should not be allowed to efface them 
from the memory and recognition of the 
present and future generation. 
This it 
was the object of the Monumental asso- 
ciation to do, and the American congress 
would be askei at its next session to 
purchase these spots and erect thereon 
soitable memorials that would not only 
mark them for all time to come, but 
would make them places that the de- 
scendants of the present generation 
would revere and visit with interest. 
His 
speach 
was an eloquent and 
interesting one throughout, and the dis- 
tinguished gentleman was frequently in 
terrupted by the applause of his audi- 
ence. 


At the close of Gen. Lee's speech, an 
opportunity was given to the audience 
to become members of the association, 
and many of our citizens stepped for 
ward and placr j their names upon the 
roll. 
The esse Nation is in earnest in 
the movement, and all these old Indian 
8itc3, Fort3 Meigs, Defiance, Recovery, 
Miami and Wayne will» be eventually 
marked with suitable monuments.
